•were certain that the disaster was 
not the result of one person's in- 
spiration or eccentricity, but that 
it was the premeditated and fiend- 
ish plot of radicals ber.t on defiance

Very little could be done to trace 


the authcTS of this literature or to 
ascertain whether a general radical 
movement was contemplated, until 
definite pciisoris can be found who 
were responsible for 
Thursday's 
disaster, it wns -said.

archist fij.-htors" who are

U. S. Secret service men here 


claim that years ago Fischer was 
detained in an asylum in the United 
States and that this paves the way 
for his immediate deportation from 
Canada. 


R. A. Pope, Fischers brother-in- 


law, 
who yesterday informed the 


police where Fischer could be found, 
left for New York late last night. 
Pope told of an attempt at. suicide 
which he said Fischer made la years 
ago during an attack of desponden- 
cy. 
According to Pope, Fiscl 


climbed out on the suspension bridge 
at Niagara- Falls and lowered him- 
self 30. that he hung from the tres 
tie. 
As he was about to loose his 


grasp, Pope said, Fischer had a vi- 
sion in which his mother urged him 
not to destroy himself. 
He return- 


ed home. 
His mother had been 


asleep, Pope said, and in a . dream 
had seen her son hanging from the 
trestle in the shadow of death. _ 


American officials are investigat- 


,ng a statement credited to Fischer 
that he had been in communication 
with the wife of one of the bast sx- 
)losive experts in the United States.
